They are true every 
word, and cither the courteous listener 

is becoming obsolete, or we are, as he 

intimates, merely " tolerated." I have 
gone without desired information time 
and again, because I know that time 
will be wasted and "bib-" set " a boil- 
by the discourteous interruption 
and distraction of the person who 
gives it, by people who seem to have 
UO notion of politeness where a deaf- 
mute is the sufferer. They do not in- 
terrupt two hearing people that way, 
unless they are boors or very ignorant. 

But We, (he deaf, meet it from all 
classes except the humble, who have 
an innate sense of courtesy, and a very 
few among (he higher classes. 

Teachers, vv ho of all people should 
be aware, are sometimes the great esl 
offenders. We preach non-interrup- 
tion to our pupils, yet meet it right 
and left from each other. 

No wonder the deaf get the name 
of being unsocial among their hearing 
associates, still less if they become 
embittered tO boot. It is no easy 
I bing, after one of these experiences, to 
"move on," wilh the half imparted 

bit of news, or half repeated joke, when 

some impudent person has called aw ay 
(he relator's attention over one's 
shoulder, and to say, "never mind," 
and calmly philosophize over the in- 
cident to see if you've miff;/ lOM <l>n/- 
lli ill ti. 

Il is doubly bitter to some, who feel 
and know their words to have more 
weight, and their powers to overtop 
those of the llippant disturber. 

But what's the use? It would be 
vastly more comforting and do 
more good, vv ere those of us who do 
possess such powers and the facile 
utterance of weighty words, to cut the 

profitless pursuit oi" happiness among 

associations of the hearing, and devote 
them to the elevation of the "clan," 
among our clansmen. 

Of course this "clannishnoss is to 
ret I cd," but as things now exist 
it cannot be helped. The hearing are 
in too great majority for the deaf to 
be closely enough associated with them 
to obtain the recognition and attention 
thai would warrant their closer as- 
sociation with profit to the deaf.

would work to that end, and by marry-

Hut, really, except the discourtesy, 
any ordinary foreigner meets the same 
Or similar treatment from the Knglish 
speaking people, End what is a deaf- 
mute but a foreigner in respect to the 
use of Knglish, and his relation to the 
hearing? Why do foreigners settle 
together and stay so for a life time 1 

I do not impeach people in general 
of any lack of friendliness. To com- 
municate with the deaf is irksome 
and tedious, by writing, and that 
appears lo lie the only possihb 
for the majority for a long time to 
come, because, as articulation as at 
present praotioed will never "restore" 
the deaf-mute to the full enjoyment 
lial intercourse, nor yet induct 
him even within the pale.

lish thai we teach our pupils is above

reside. Pupils return to school in the 
fall wilh slam;, misused and misspelled

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EoiTOB .lotKNAi. :— I am sorry to 
say that the Gallaudet-Clerc Comme- 
moration has been postponed indefi- 
nitely. Please let me explain the cir- 
cumstances that caused its withdrawal, 
etc. Unfortunately no organization 

was effected during the late Jubilee, 

for all the officer* were called to hold 
the famous council at Kaneuil Hall on 
Friday afternoon. Its result is too 

well-known to repeat. Under the 

circumstances, I was obliged to start 

the Gallaudet-Clerc Commemoration, 

but told prominent Huston mutes by 
mail that I would not be at the head 
of such occasions again. They claim 
that they had already made arrange- 
ments for the benefit of their respec- 
tive societies, when the proposed com- 
memoration was announced. The 
Ephphatha Club is going to give a 
ball on the last day of next December, 
and also on the twenty-second of Feb- 
ruary next, and had engaged a hall. 
The other societies, have named dif- 
ferent days for their benefit entertain- 
ments. 

A well-known Host on mute of dra- 
matic talents accepted the chairman- 
ship of the Oallaudet-Clere Comme- 
moration, and we proposed to post 
pone i( to some time in January for 

the benefit of the Oallaudct Centen- 
nial Memorial Fund. II is programme 
was quite good, with no inexpensive 
plays, and surely it would give a 
handsome sum, if his assistants would 
give their service gratuitously. Hut 
Boston opposed it strongly, and he 
thought best to give it np. 1 admit 
that it ought to have been announced 
last summer, but. the Boston people 
arc very peculiar. They did not come 
heartily for the late Jubilee till the 

last moment, when Faneuil Hall was 
secured, and a lot of money in the 
fund from the outside. They don't 
care much to cherish the names of one 
great benefactors and first teachers, 
nor are •they willing to contribute 
much to the G. c. M. Fund. 

Boston has the credit of giving 
only *!>.!»<) through the Debating 
Society. Most of the mates of thai 
city gave only ten cents each on brick 
plan books. They have not the honor 
of having contributed a dollar to the 
O. C. M. K. ! Still they are willing 
to give dollars for amusements. Many 
of them earn good wages. The largest 
contribution out of pocket in Mas- 
sachusetts, was live dollars from the 
late George Homer. Hoston is the 
place of my nativity, but I must give 
you plain facts. Formerly the deaf of 
Hoston and vicinity were quite liberal 
toward the different projects. That 
generation is gone and the present one 
is different. 

There are SO many different socie- 
ties in Hoston, and, therefore, they 

are quarrelsome and selfish. A great 

majority of the people still stick to 
the Hoston Deaf-Mute Society. It is 
not an ordinary organization, and has 
no constitution nor library, and they 

never pay any regular membership 
fee, which is not required. It has 

been in existence for about ten years, 
with a board of three self-constituted 

dictators, till last February, when 

Mr. Holmes was forced to leave. The 
rest still hold the reins of that society. 
The head of the so-called committee 
lives fifty miles from Hoston, and 
they never give any report Whatever 
as to finance, and still don't mind your 
editorial of years ago requesting their 
report. They must stop depending 
on the perpetual charity begging, and 
ought to learn self-reliance as far as 
possible. Some fellows from the Na 
tional Deaf Mute College belong to 
that society. Is it clearlv a deaf-mute 
Dark Age ? lam informed that the 
teachers of the American Asylum are 
digUSted with the mismanagement in 
Hoston. 

At the mass meeting last February, 
all the societies w ere c\ idently willing 
to consolidate under on ordinary 
government, but unfortunately owing 
to the alleged selfish motive of the said 
head of the Old Society, they are scat- 
tered again. Upon my inquiry he de- 
nied his alleged refusal to let them 
v ote for the committee, etc. Thev all 
ought to disband their societies, and 
have one society on the principles of a 
Young Men's Christian Association, 
so that they would enjoy religious and 
secular advantages in different w 
If at next mass meeting, they cannot 
agree to one government, it would be 
advisable to give up the self govern- 
ment, and let Rev. Dr. Oallaudct take 
care of their welfare, and doubtless he 
will provide them with what they 
want, instead of quarreling permanent- 
ly, and living on charity, b. 
indirectly, and they would enjoy 

peace, and christian harmony. 

There are a good many former stu- 
dents of the Deaf Mute College in BoS- 
fon and vicinity, and we wonder why 
they don't take hold of the matter for 
Ihc' Pedestal Fund.

The Trustees held their regular 
monthly meeting on Friday, and the 
Sixty-Second Annual Report of the 
Institution was transmitted to the G 
vernor. From the Superintendent's 
report, the following extracts arc 
made : 

"Should not our work be regarded 
as an integral pari of the public (tch 
system of the State';' The only dif- 
ference between ours and the public 
schools is that we board the children, 
for the reason that they are scattered 
all over the State. We gather them 
here to tnn'/i them — to give' them a 
knowledge of their Creator, that they 
may become heirs of the blessed king- 
dom promised to the faithful ; to g 

them an education, that they may be 

brought into communication with their 
fellow-men ; to give them a trade, that 
they may earn an honest livelihood ;
